Present-day habits and methods of living are held accountable for the 
physical deterioration of the race, and for the prevalence of diseases which 
are carrying off people by the million. According to Dr. Kellogg, the 
United States loses from its population of 100,000,000 by death. 1,500,000 
people every year, while 3,000,000 people are sick all the time -. In other 
words, one-fifth of the poptlation are inefficient or lost. He estimates that 
average ot seven days are lost from labor by sickness every year. 
ulosis is gaining ground, and kills one out of every‘ten of the popula- 
Cancer kills one in twenty. Other maladies are rapidly gaining 
ground. In England and Wales the insane are increasing twice as fast as 
the sane, and in France ten times av fast. Coupled with these alarming 
symptoms, there is the serious fact that the birth rate in nearly all civilized 
countries is rapidly declining. 

Dr. MacNeill, superintendgnt of the Mental Hospital at Battleford, 
Sask. made the statement recently in a public address at Regina that at 
the present rate of increase of mentally deficient people there would not be 
cnough mentally efficient people to@ook after them fifty years hence. 

Tn support of his contentiorthat present habits and methods of living 
are responsible for existing conditions, Dr. Kellogg draws attention to one 
of the interesting lessons from the war, namely, the totable lowering of 
the death rate in several countries. In Denmark the death rate fell 35 per 
cent. due in theopinion of Dr. Hindhede, the Danish food controller, to 
simpler habits of living, and especially the low-protein diet and the use 
of cdarse bread. In Germany, too, diabetes has practically disappeared 
from the same cause, and gout, formerly very common, is now unknown.

Canada’s Huge Wheat Area 


Prairie Provinces Have More Than 
, Ninety Per Cent. of the Wheat 
Acreage. 

The total area sown to wheat this 
season in the Dominion of Canada is 
estimated at 18,654,100 acres, an in- 
crease of half a million acres over the 
1920 area, constituting a new record 
for this grain. Seven hundred and 
nine thousand one hundred acres of 
this is seeded to fall wheat, leaving 
17,945,000 to be sown this spring. 

The prairie provinces have more 
than ninety per cent. of the Domin- 
ion’s wheat acreage, with 17,418,900 
acres. This shows an increase of 
577,000 acres over the previous year.

One of the worst-habits that a 
young child forms is that of thumb 
sucking. Many mothers would rather 
have the baby quiet than dissatisfied 
with life in general and raising Cain. 
But the pacifying of the youngster by 
this method will cause a great deal 
of difticulty. 

When a child sucks its thumb it 
pushes the roof of the mouth upward 
so that it makes avery high arch; and 
as the roof of the mouth is the floor 
of the nose, the nasal space is reduc- 
ed and the septum of the nose is 
pushed over either to the right or to 
the left—usually to the left. 

The upper tecth in front, along 
with the bone in which they are im- 
bedded, are pushed forward and up- 
ward, and the lower front teeth and 
the surrounding bone are pushed in- 
ward and downward. 

Medicated dentifrices should not be 
used by children. What they need 
is just thorough scrubbing of the 
teeth twice cach day with clean water 
and a mild, pleasant tooth paste or 
powder.

dale horses. ~ 
The prominence wheat receives 
may overshadow the production of 
other cereals to the exclusion of the 
successes they have alse achieved in 
the international field. Yiclds of 120 
bushels of oats to the acre have been 
recorded in. Western Canada and one- 
hundred-bushel yields have ceased to 
cause comment. In point of quality, 
-it might be mentioned that the $1,500 
trophy for oats presented by the State 
of Colortdo was won four times suc- 
cessively by J. C. Hill & Sons, of 
Lloydminster, Alta. ane 
To take the successes of the last 
five years. In 1916, at the Inter- 
national Soil Products Exposition at 
El Paso,.Téxas, Alberta oats was 
awarded the sweepstakes, and later, 
when the same exposition came to be 
held at Peoria, Illinois, Alberta drop- 


ped one place, securing the sccond 


prize whilst the premier honor was 
divided between her sister provinces 
of Manitoba and Saskatchewan, In 
1918, when the International Exposi- 
tion was held at Kansas City, Mani- 
toba secured the ascendancy over its 
sisters and carried off the first three 
prizes for oats as well as the sweep 
stakes for the same crop.’ ~-In 1919, 
one of the years in which the wheat 
championship went to Saskatchewan, 
it also secured the premier oats hon- 
or with first place and sweepstakes, 
Coming right up to 1920, at the Inter- 
national Livestock and Grain Show at 
Chicago, J. C. Lucas, of Cayley, Al- 
berta, brought the world’s oat cham- 
pionship to his province. In the past 
five years, Alberta has sectired the oat 
sweepstakes twice, Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan once each and divided It 
once. Never once has it left the 
boundaries of the three prairie prov- 
inces, _ 

Barley, which is the other cereal-in 
the production 
Canadian farmers have entered large- 
ly and pitted their crops against the 
best of the continent, rivals oats ‘in 
Its list of awards. [Tor four succes- 
sive years at the expositions of the 
Imternational Dry Farming Congress 
held respectively at Lethbridge, Alta, 
Tulsa, Okla., Wichita, Texas, and 
Kansas City, Mo., the first prize was 
secured by an exhibit of Western 
Canadian barley. To follow this up, 
Manitoba carried off the first three 
prizes for this crop in 1918. 

Taken in conjunction with the 
wheat records this is a truly remark- 
able showing, giving Western Canada 
nearly every cereal honor for a-num- 
ber of years against the competition 
of the world’s first farming areas. 
And when it is considered that the 
huge tract, which includes the farms 
which raised these champion crops, is 
yel toa great extent undeveloped, the 
achievement is still more remarkable 
and augurs a wonderfully productive

“Today German air acticn could be 
only a simple replica of what was 
the war. We are | 
strouger than Germany in the air, and 
we are stronger than she is on land.i 
In a short time the situation can 
change, for Germany is working and 
has preserved intact her means of 
production. She wishes to develop 
her air power, and is putting, and will 
put in, all the necessary activity. 

“To meet the danger we should 
maintain our air forces in activity, 
largely develop otfr means ef com- 
mercial air transport, and maintain 
a military aviation force that is al- 
ways mobilized, and an air defence 
force on the spot. We should take 
away from Germany all facilities to 
arm without ruining the State, and 
centralize those of our finances that 
that are devoted to national defence. 
We should bring to our air army 
resources that would be derived from 
other armies, and we should modify 
the conditions of foreign policy. The 
custody of the Rhine is not suffi- 
cient,”

{Attempt of Troops to Rescue Woman

A government report--on the seri- 
ous riot which took: place recently 
in the village of Sirichir, in the Raj- 
putana agency, states it was caused 
by the offering of human sacrifices.

British Columbia Fruit 


Conditions For Fruit Grower Are 
Ideal This Season, 

The first ripe strawberries (Mar- 
shalls) were picked at Gordon Head, 
Vancouver Island, on May 26th. The 
rainfall for May was above the aver- 
age and was of great benefit to the 
berry crop.

Growing Crops for Forage 


Province Wide Competition Will Be 
Held in Saskatchewan. 


Carrying out one of the recomimen- 
dations of the Better Farming Com- 
mission, a series of co-operative ex- 
periments will be undertaken — this 
year in Saskatchewan in the growing 
of crops for forage, in addition to the 
standing field crop competitions and 
seed drilling compctitions inaugurat- 
ed several years ago. These experi- 
ments in the growing of forage crops 
will take the form of competitions 
carried pul under the auspices of the 
Agricultural Societies of the prov- 
ince, assisted by the Agricultural Ex- 
tension and the Tield Husbandry: de- 
partments of the Provincial College 
of Agriculture, and the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

As the purpose for which these 
competitions are being held is to have 
as many farmers as possible in all 
parts of the province co-operate in 
friendly trials for growing better 
crops, the terms of the competition 
are such that farmers anywhere may 
engage in one or more of these prac- 
tical demonstrations of better farm- 
ing.

France Discusses 
Naval Program 


May Abandon Battleships For Sub- 
marines and Destroyers: 


In presenting France’s programme 
of naval construction for the next 
three years, Deputy Paul Denise, re- 
porter for the navy commission, advo- 
cated, in the chamber_of deputies, the 
virtual abandonment of the building 
of battleships and battle cruisers and 
intensification of construction of sub- 
marines, torpedo boats, destroyers 
and aeroplane carrying -ships. 

The programme provides for the 
construction of 6 light cruisers, 12 
destroyers, 12 torpedo boats and 36! 
submarines, at an approximate cost of 
1,416,000,000 francs. 

M. Denise asked the chamber toj 
vote for the transforming of five bat-! 
tleships, work on which was stopped 
during the war, when the hulls were 
completed, into aeroplane motor 
shops. He refused to be drawn into 
a discussion as to whether he agreed 
with the British admiral, Sir Percy 
Scott, that the day of battleships was 
past, but qttoted Rear-Admiral Sims, 
of the United States navy, and also 
Admirals Beatty and Jellicoe, of 
Great Britain, and Von Scheer, of 
Germany, as having a different opin- 
ion from Admiral Scott. 

He pointed out that France, as a 
pacific nation, needed a navy for coast 
defence, not warships for offensive 
action, and said there was nothing to 
fear from Germany. France had no 
desire to attack any other nation. The 
principal reason for the abandonment 
of construction of battleships by 
France, he added, was the realization 
that France could not keep up the 
peace with Japan, Engfand, and parti- 
cularly the United States, which were 
building more units than before the

But 
the natural drift of youth is to im- 
imagine that which he has not sur- 
passes those things which surround 
his everyday life, and to the youth of 
the farm the city’s attractions, its 
‘theatres, its crowds and bustle seem 
eminently desirable to live among. 
It is exactly the same attitude which 
makes the city-bred youth turn to the 
country fields and pastures and find 
such pleasure in the quiet and solitude 
of pastoral life, ; 

And so men who have most clearly 
realized this drift and its causes, and 
seen the national danger it constitutes 
to a country whose foundation is the 
pursuit of agriculture, have devoted 
great cnergy to encouraging the 
youth to stay on the land, and have 
found the most effective remedy to be 
in furthering the pleasures of rural 
social life and bringing some of the 
things of the city to the country.

One of the keenest and most widely 
enjoyed pleasures of the country, 
especially in the winter season, is 
reading, for here there is oftenest the 
Icisure and the desirable state for en- 
joyment. Books in rural districts 
take the place of many other and of- 
ten less desirable and instructive 
means of enjoyment. Reading under 
the circumstances becomes study, for 
matter is well meditated and digested. 
Unfortunately, there is often one 
drawback, the availability of litera- 
ture. Frequently a farmer is not in 
a position to collect a library of his 
own, and the city’s facilities for bor- 
rowing books cannot be carried into 
the country districts, This question 
of supply, the provincial governments 
set out to solve. 

Under the system as evolved by the 
Agricultural Extension Service of Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, a 
rural community has but to make an 
application and a compact folding 
case containing fifty volumes is sent 
to them. These books cover a wide 
variety of subjects with a substantial 
proportion of fiction, The books are 
circulated among the different farms, 
and when read are returned to the 
bureau whereupon a new library 
comes Along. 

This ‘system of travelling libraries 
is doing a splendid work -both in 
brightening- social rural life, and in 
furthering the educational status of 
the farm population of these prov- 
inces. The best books only are to 
be found in these libraries, and care- 


ful plans are laid for the cultivation of”

A woman asked me for a good cake 
recipe that would not cost too much. 
Figuring on the cost of eggs today, I 
suggested to her an Old Fashioned 
Sponge cake calling for five eggs. 
The woman looked at me and said; 
“Why, I could not afford to waste 
five eggs in a cake.” She seemed to 
be under the impression that if you 
put eggs into a cake, the food value 
of the egg sort of automatically dis- 
appeared. 

Figuring eggs at two-and-one-half 
cents a piece, five would “best less 
than thirtecn cents. If you have 
this sponge cake for luncheon, how- 
ever, meat or fish is entirely unneces- 
sary. For a simple luncheon, a 
bread and butter sandwich with, per- 
haps, lettuce between, a dish of stew- 
ed fruit or apple sauce, a picce of 
sponge cake and a glass of either milk 
or cocoa, is ideal. 


But here is the recipe for this 
sponge cake. Beat the whites of 
five cggs until stiff. Beat the 


yolks in a separate bowl at least ten 
minutes by the clock with a dover 
egg-beater. Then gradually beat into 
the yolks one and one-quarter cups 
(measuring) of powder or coniection- 
er’s XXXX sugar. Add juice of a 
Jarge lemon and grated rind of half 
of it. ‘ 

Slip the beaten whites into the 
bow] and sift over them one and one- 
quarter cups of flour, Cut and fold 
the whites and the flowr into the yolk 
mixture with a wire cgg beater or a 
wire spoon. Pour into ungreased 
pans or muffin cups and bake about 
twenty minutes in a very moderate 
over. This ought to make four lay- 
ers or onescake about twelve by fif- 
teen inches. Always bake sponge 
cake in a shallow (never a deep) pan.

Agriculture, through the Seed 


Branch, works in active co-opera-' 


tion with the provinces in the 
‘}matter of improving grain and 
field seeds. Money is provided to 
pay prizes in standing field crop 
compétitions, at seed fairs and 
provincial seed exhibitions, and 
in combined seed crop and clean- 
ed seed competitions. The last 
named is a recent production. 
It has two distinct phases, the 
first consisting of a standing field 
crop competition and the second 
of threshed and cleaned seed in, 
which the seed produced from the]. 
fields of the first phase is judged 
in the granary of the competitor.
